BOSTON  - As  far  as  Carl 
Koch  was  concerned,  it  was  a 
decision  of  matter  over  mind. 

His  mind  told  him  to  keep  off 
his  aching  right  ankle.  But  win- 
ning the  Super  Bowl  was  all 
that  really  mattered.

"My  ankle  hurt  real  bad  at 
first,"  said  Koch,  who  finished 
the  season  with  23  touchdowns. 

But  I 
couldn’t  handle  sitting  out,  so  I 
decided  to  play  in  pain.  I can 
still  feel  the  pain,  but  it’s  not  as 
painful  as  it  would  have  been  if 
we  had  lost.’’ 

Koch  injured  the  ankle  with 
5:43  left  in  the  second  quarter. 
He  sat  out  the  remainder  of  the 
first  half.  At  halftime  he  had  the 
ankle  iced  down.  When  Greater 
Lowell  returned  to  the  field, 
Koch  took  a couple  of  practice 
sprints  on  the  sideline,  decided 
he  could  play,  then  spent  the 
rest  of  afternoon  sprinting 
through  the  Nantucket  defense.
